‘e AMOUS collections of books on certain subjects or by certain 
i" authors, are to be found in every country of the world, but 
* one rarely hears of a large collection of »oocks or a library, 
still intact, that once belonged to a pope. It night, therefore, 
be interesting to give a short description of the library of Pope 
Clement il now in the Mullen Memorial Library of the Catholic 
University in ‘Jashington. 


Pope Clement X1, Giovanni Francesco Albani, was born at Urbino 
in 1649, and was pope from 1700 to 1721. He was of a noble Umbrian 
famély that counted many scholars foremost among; whom was his uncle 
Annibale Albani, prefect of the Vatican Library. The Pope himself 
was one of the greatest scholars of his time. When he became Pope, 
the' library of the Albani fimily was placed in the Vatican librery, 
only to be returned to tine same family after his death in whose pos- 
session it remained until 1929, when this famous collection of about 
20,000 volumes was purchased b> Rt. Rev. Bishop Shahan, Rector 
Emeritus of the Catholic University of America, To date this collec- 
tion is only partly accessioned, catalogued and classified, and thus 
I am unable to give e full description of it. However, a cursory 
examination shows that, canon law, church history, a beautiful set 
of the Pomba Latin classics, hegiography, histories of religious 
orders, etc., form the greater part of the collection. 


When the Jansenists provoked a new collision with the church, 
under the leadership of Pasouier Suesnel, the Pope issued his two 
memorable constitutions "Vineam Domini", 1705 and "Unigenitus", 1713. 
Comments and controversies concerning these two constitutions form 
one of the most interesting collections of pamphlets, pastoral letters 
etc., ever written on one-subject. About 50 bound volumes containing 
each from 15 to 50 pamphlets, treat of the question of Gallicanism. 

A set of the Acta Sanctorum, bound in vellum with gold lettering anced 
tooling attracts the attention of the visitor. Four extra large folios 
(32 x 23 inches) of manuscript music by famous composers of the early 
eighteenth century and two folio volumes of engravings, copies of 

the famous paintings in the art ga’leries and private collections of 
Europe are of the best sammles of book making and book binding seen 
anywhere for that neriod, Although the collection contains but eight 
incunabula, specimens of the sixteenth to the early eighteenth cen- 
tury presses are so well represented that the whole history of print- 
ing coulc be well illustrated with books of this collection. The life 
and miracles of St. Jerome, orinted by EPartholomew of Cremona in Ven- 
ice in 1473, is one of the earliest and finest books printed with the 
Roman type. Besides the intrinsic value of the whole collection, I 
must mention ai:1 cmphcsize the fact that most of the books, being 
presentation copies to the Pove are nearly ali bound either in vel- 
lum or crushed morocco with the coat of arms of the Fope. In closing 
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this short sketch, it might be mentioned that with the library has ‘ 
come a magnificently ornemented catalogue of the same, prepared in 
1720, a year before Clement's death. ¢

OUR OFFICIAL ORGAN 
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TEACHING THE USE OF BOOKS IN LIBRARIES 


The alert librarian seeks at every point to establish a contact 
between the teacher, the pupil, and the librery. Curricular as well 
as extra-curricular activities share in the use of the library's re- 
sources, An effective library does not wait for requests for service 
before initiating efforts, but on the contrary is keen to anticipate 
requests and meet them opportunely. There does exist a lack of ap»pre- 
ciation often of the vert that student ability and interest hold in 
the proper use of library materials. Attempts are made frecuently by 
conscientious teachers in the English course tgremedyv defects in the 
pupil's preparation for the use of books and libraries. This effort 
will often consist of visits to the library, tealks.on the use of books 
needed in the conduct of the course of study, or even lengthier in- 
struction on the character of those given in manv schools and colleges 
under the heading we use to caption this editorial. In anv event there 
is growth of demand for more effective instruction in the use of books 


and libraries. 


The respvonsibility for effectively presenting the library as an 
instrument for educati-n and research would seem to rest better and 
more rightly in the hands of the library steff. This has been recog- 
nized by the American Librarv Association in, the preparation and pub- 
lication of suggested course ovtlines for the use of librarians teach- 
ing the use of books end libraries in the high school or college, 
Teacher-librarians are introducing early in the elementery school cur- 
riculum graded courses ccrefully corelated with the presentation of 
subject matter. Detroit, Denver and many city school systems are doing 
this on a program worked out carefully in advance. The Wilson Company 
offers many teaching aids for »vresenting such courses of instructinn, 


One result that comes more as a by-product of these courses of 
instruction is an examination into the library's own reference and 
book resources. Another similar result is a check-up on the amount and 
kind of use of book and periodical material being made bv teachers in 
the class instruction. Both findings lead to important improvements . 
and offer the librarv great onpvortunity for leadership. Administrative 
officers are aware to the increasing pressure brought on student and 
teacher in cuzricula demands, and any device effective in reducing 
lost motion and waste will find a ready ear. Courses in the use of books 
and libraries perform in a remarkably high degree just thet function. 
Instead of shorter and intensified courses the trend must inevitably be 
towards richer and more belanced courses in this field. Here again the 
trained librarian can meet the problem by drai-ing uv after due study, 
a propos:d course of study and offering it for consideration. The lit- 
erature is wide and rich; the results practical and convincing. Here 
is an opportunity for doing en immensely worth-while job.in a field 
crying for attention. Its proper performance will be one of the most 
convincing proofs to any executive of the v-lue and usefulmess of both

r the library and the librerian. 
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Many libraries, not particularly of the reference type allot a 
large share of their book funds to the purchase of second:hand books, 
They scan dealers catalogs for hours, checking and comparing prices. — q 
Later a greet deal more time is spent in collating the resulting slips 
made with the outstanding order file and the card catalog. That a cer= 
tain share of these purchases are necessary goes without much question, @ 
but that too great a provortion of book funds may be devoted to these 
purchases as well as very valuable time is also a matter for thorough 
consideration. It might readily happen if not carefully scrutinized 
that a library finds itself trying to build up with its current book 
budget the basic book collection and utterly neglecting the field of 
current book production. The result of such a procedure would inevitably 
be a dull and uninteresting library; one unattractive to both the stua.. 
dent and the teacher. Librerians must be constently on their guard, 
like a good house-wife, not..to be led astray into buying articles for 
price instead of use. The question of building up a basic book collec- 
tion should depend decidedly upon a special book ap»vropriation rather 
than on heevy inroads on the budget for current book purchases. Where 
there is small likelihood of such a fund being made available inunedia- 
tely, there is the additional question of the probability of the ap- 4 
propriation being deferred indefinitely by a policy of trying the 
*straddly policy’ of making the current book fund serve two functions. 

This is still more true when the original current book fund budeet has 
been pared down to an absolute minimum. 


In connection with this subject of. book budgets enters the related 
problem of allotment of book funds to denartments of instruction. At 
the recent meeting of, the Eastern College Librarians, Dean Marriner of 
Colby College very strongly questinned the usage and stated that the 
librarians should control the distribution and allotment of book funds. 
Library committees will undoubtedly vary in their vowers, but it is 
decidedly questionable whether they can sit as a group and decide on 
matters with which they are not in even a slight degree as familiar as 
the librarian. As the renks of libr:rians. are filled more and more with 
well-eouipped librarians, the situation will improve, But whether it is 
in the original distribution of the college or school funds, or in the 
prectical use to’be made of the funds by the library, a definite ai- 
tempt should be made to insure e balance in purchases so that the li- 
brary will not again return.to its previous character as a morgue for 
exhibiting examples of printing. A good live, current: book, will be un- 
doubtedly of much more consequence to the library's clientele than a. ; 
dozen out-of-print items of primary interest to a collector, @

This course is offered in twelve weekly lectures and the one hour 

credit is given with the mark for English. The abridged edition of 
"Guide to the Use of Librcries" by Hutchins, published by Wilson, is 
used as the text book of the course. The classes meet in four sections 
toteling 180 students this verr. Visits are arranged to the Internca- 
tionel Textbook Company, a division of the International Correspond- 
ence Schools of Scranton, to observe the process of book making from 
the biank sheets to the bound book, 


The Burecu of Fcucation of the Archdiocese of Dubuauc, Dubucue, Iowa, 
has issued, “Library Books for the High Schoolsin the Archdiocese of 
Dubuque; the Culture of Reading Habits end Tastes, Yiork-Tyne and Rec- 
reational Reading, Occupational and Leisure Reading".
